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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman.  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  .Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  the 
31st  December,  1970. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  stands  at  16,330 
a decrease  of  30  over  that  for  the  year  1969. 

Live  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  259  an  increase  of 
14  on  the  1969  registrations.  Still  Births  recorded  during  the  year 
numbered  2 a decrease  of  4 on  last  year's  figures.  Deaths  during  the 
year  numbered  263  (134  Males  and  129  Females),  an  increase  of  5 on  the 
1969  figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the  heart, 

74  vascular  lesions  caused  49  deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites  caused  42 
deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  numbered  15,  13 
Males  and  2 Females,  an  increase  of  8 on  last  year's  figures. 

A total  of  102  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  8 notifications  recorded  in  1969)  made  up  as  follows  : 

Measles  91 , Whooping  Cough  8,  Acute  Meningitis  Meningococcus  1 and  T.B. 
Respiratory  2. 

The  infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18  per  thousand  live  births  for  the 
country  was  the  same  low  rate  as  in  1969.  This  trend  was  reflected  in 
this  area  with  a rate  of  12  per  thousand  live  births. 

During  the  year  the  only  important  piece  of  Public  Health 
legislation  for  District  Councils  was  the  Agricultural  Act,  1970,  which 
came  into  force  in  May.  It  imposes  heavy  fines  on  any  person  summarily 
convicted  of  selling,  other  than  for  slaughter,  any  cattle  known  to  be 
suffering  from  Brucella  Abortus.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Government 
has  now  produced  an  incentive  scheme  where  farmers  with  registered 
Brucella-free  herds  get  bonus  payments  on  milk  or  beef. 

Also,  designated  areas  are  being  created  up  and  down  the  country 
where  all  herds  must  become  Brucella-free.  Derbyshire  is  not  included 
in  this  scheme  as  yet. 

I have  once  again  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Snaith,  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other 
Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council  Scheme 
on  the  other  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme 
administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to  children  who  have 
been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County 
Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  up- 
wards. Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar  School  and  a Secondary  Modern 
School  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  and  children  receiving 
the  skin  tests  were  vaccinated  with  B.C„G„  if  this  was  found  necessary 
on  subsequent  inspection. 

RUBELLA  VACCINATION 

Vaccination  against  rubella  came  into  operation  last  year  and 
was  offered  to  all  girls  between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays,  but 
that  initially  priority  should  be  given  to  older-  girls,  i.e.  those  in 
their  14th  year.  The  purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  ensure  that 
as  many  girls  as  possible  are  offered  protection  against  rubella  by 
vaccination  before  reaching  child-bearing  age,  because  of  the  known 
association  of  certain  foetal  abnormalities  with  German  Measles  infection 
in  pregnancy. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Snaith,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria 
Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year. 

Primary  Immunisation  400 

Booster  Injections  ...  ...  284 

This  gives  an  increase  of  130  on  primary  immunisation  and  a 
decrease  of  35  on  the  booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year's 
f igur es . 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination. 
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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 


Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  are 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 

Although  no  longer  a major  problem  in  England  and  Wales,  tetanus 
continues  to  take  a regular  toll  of  human  lives.  This  is  all  the  more 
disappointing  as  there  is  good  evidence  that  active  immunisation  provides 
a high  degree  of  protection.  Immunisation  at  the  time  of  injury  in 
previously  unimmunised  persons  is  less  reliable,  and  once  the  disease  has 
taken  hold  the  best  available  treatment  is  uncertain. 

In  1964  preventative  measures  against  tetanus  were  reviewed  by 
an  advisory  group  who  concluded  that,  as  active  immunisation  is  the  only 
measure  which  affords  reliable  protection,  universal  active  immunisation 
should  be  the  ultimate  goal  and  reasonable  steps  should  be  taken  to 
achieve  routine  immunisation  (Ministry  of  Health,  1964).  This  advice  was 
repeated  in  letters  from  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and  General  Practitioners  in  September,  1965  (Ministry  of  Health 
1965,  a and  b) , and  also  appears  in  the  memorandum  Immunisation  against 
Infectious  Disease  (Central  Health  Services  Council,  1968). 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  - Section  47  . 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being 
aged  and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are 
living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and 
attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year. 

EXPOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Commonly  called  Smear  Tests  for  Cancer  of  the 
Neck  of  the  Womb). 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytol- 
ogy in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since 
the  29th  June , 1964,  the  Comity  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their 
medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain 
County  Council  Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at:- 

Belper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Helper. 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby. 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  Grove  Walk,  Matlock. 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley.

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SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 


During  the  year  a total  of  1 5 medical  examinations  were  carried 
out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted  to  the 
Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number,  4 were  office  staff 
and  11  were  manual  workers. 

CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  42,  2 more  than  last  year,  making  up  15.9%  of  all  deaths.  Deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  1 5 an  increase  of  8 
compared  with  1969.

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby 
(Telephone  Number  Derby  47866),  and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent 
Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

Cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  district 
may  be  removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  me  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity 
and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters. 

A total  of  71  bacteriological,  5 chemical  and  63  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  various  points  in  the  Urban  District.  Of  the  71 
bacteriological  samples,  4 indicated  the  presence  of 
coliforms.  Further  check  samples  indicated  colif orm-free 
waters .

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Belper  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  vcrk 
carried  out  by  my  Department  during  1970= 

In  my  Report  for  the  previous  year  I expressed  the  hope 
that  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  would  not  be  too  long 
delayed  and  since  that  time  events  have  moved  rapidlyc  Whilst 
the  exact  boundaries  of  the  new  district  councils  are  net  yet 
defined  the  general  picture  is  emerging  and  it  is  very  likely 
that  in  this  area  there  will  be  a combination  of  Urban  and 
Rural  authorities. 

I am  not  therefore  giving  my  usual  summary  of  ouxstanding 
comparisons  in  this  report  although  the  information  is  contained 
therein..  It  may,  to  some,  appear  premature  but  when  one  considers 
the  new  Authority  may  be  only  some  thirty  months  away  I intend 
to  make  my  next  report  much  more  comprehensive  and  to  give  in 
detail  the  existing  stock  and  potential  of  all  matters  appertain- 
ing to  Health  and  Housing  in  this  district. 

I visualise  the  setting  up  of  three  new  Departments  to  deal 
with  a much  larger  area,  Public  Health  - Housing  - Public  Cleansing 
(excluding  disposal)-.  It  is  extremely  important  that  the  new  set- 
up is  organised  with  much  careful  thought  if  the  aim  of  maximum 
efficiency  and  economy  is  to  be  achieved.  It  is  hoped  that  some  of 
the  experienced  present  local  authority  members  will  be  elected  to 
represent  the  new  authority  and  briefly  some  of  the  administrative 
problems  that  come  immediately  to  my  mind,  are  :- 

Public  Health 

Will  the  new  organisation  be  operated  on  the  present  style  of 
the  Borough  or  the  City,  where  Public  Health  Inspectors  leave  the 
Department  at  10.00  a.m,  and  do  not  return  until  4.00  p.m. , the 
record  of  their  work  being  based  on  the  number  of  visits  made  or 
perhaps  notices  complied  with.  These  Inspectors  in  turn  being 
supervised  by  Senior  Inspectors,  in  turn  supervised  by  the  Chief 
Inspector,  or  will  the  District  Inspector  be  solely  responsible  for 
a whole  section  of  an  area,  or  will  complete  specialisation  take 
place  and  each  specialist  Inspector  operate  from  the  Administrative 
Centre . 

Public  Cleansing 


Will  the  new  organisation  have  charge-hands,  district  officers 
or  be  controlled  absolutely  from  an  administrative  centre.  The  new 
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organisation  will  first  have  a difficult  problem  in  sorting  out  the 
many  types  of  vehicles  used  in  different  areas,  the  setting  up  of  a 
proper  transport  organisation,  the  question  of  farmer  contract 
collection  in  some  Rural  areas.  The  close  co-operation  with  the 
County  Authority  on  disposal  points,  which  will  also  govern  the  type 
of  vehicle  of  the  future,  for  instance  if  disposal  points  are  a long 
distance  away,  it  may  be  advisable  to  set  up  a container  motor  cob 
drawn  system,  so  that  workmen  are  not  idle  for  lengthy  periods. 

Housing 


I would  assume  here  that  the  only  section  of  Housing  not 
carried  out  by  a new  Department  would  be  financial,  rent  collection 
etc « 


In  this  present  authority  all  housing  applicants  are  visited 
and  vetted  under  a "points"  scheme  which  has  worked  very  satisfactor- 
ily and  ensures  that  those  most  in  need  are  allocated  Council  housing. 
In  some  other  areas  it  has  been  said  it  is  a question  of  knowing  not 
needing,  where  inspections  are  not  made  by  the  Local  Authority 
Inspectors  The  question  of  Warden's  Schemes  (which  some  areas  at 
present  do  not  operate)  and  the  siting  of  same  to  give  maximum 
satisfaction.  Whether  or  not  direct  labour  should  be  employed  and 
setting  up  a system  of  adequate  communication  between  Local 
Authority  landlord  and  tenant. 

The  above  are  some  of  the  reasons  why  I think  a stock-taking 
of  existing  facilities  and  their  potential  are  of  great  importance 
in  assisting  whoever  may  be  the  Officer  appointed  by  the  New 
Authority,  so  that  he  may  make  a start  in  advising  that  Authority 
on  its  needs  according  to  existing  facilities, 

I record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  who  at  all 
times  have  given  loyal  service  and  also  the  outside  workers  on 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  who  have  contributed  to  the  health  of 
the  residents  by  carrying  out  an  essential  job  efficiently. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  are  due  to  all  your  Chief  Officers, 
who  have  at  all  times  given  help  and  co-operation.
